multiply, it form'd a Propenſity in the 
whole Creation to perform it; one Sex 
profeſs to own that Propenſity, and the 
eher Sex, tho' Cuſtom has interpos d, 
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* aſſent to it, Times and Seaſons, all the Ebbs 


and Fluxes in the Sea of Nature conſent ; 
Propagation of Kind is a landing Law, en- 
creaſe aud multiply is a Word given from 
Heaven, and the whole Earth obeys, except 
as before excepted ; But this True · Born- 

lima, a meer Non-Natural, a Thing 
born by Tranſplantation, a promiſcuous 
Birth, hates his own Original, and abhors 
the Encreaſe. 5 
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But now let us examine, who are they 
that object againſt the receiving of Fo- 
reigners here, and naturalizing them; 
They are, generally ſpeaking, 1. Our 
Tradeſmen, Artificers and Manufacturers. 
2, Our Corporation - Men. As to Corpora- 
tion-Tytanny, I take it to Be one ot the 
greateſt Enemies to Trade, che greateſt 
Diſcouragement of Indufify, — greateſt 
Badge of voluntary Captivity chat we have 
left in the Nation, and it would take up a 
whole Volume to expole it, as it deſerves. 

That ſuch a Tradeſman, ſuch a Handi- 
craft Man, ſuch a Shop- keeper ſhall not 
open Shop iũ this Town, or in this City or 
Corporation, becauſe he has not ſerv'ds 
ſeven Legrs to it, and bern made free 
every Corpotation is an exduſive Compay 
upon Trade, and ſome People are mighty 
fond of exclaiming againſt ſuch a Things 
now is it not very odd to hear Mt. Mr 
and his Blunderbuſſes, I ſhould ſay his 
Aldermen, talk of Liberty and Property, 
aud the mighty Weigbt of a Free holler? 
I am a Freeholder in a County, aud from 
me, that is, from my Anceftors, 7 that 
by Grant of meer Grace and Good - Will, all 
theſe Corporations obtain'd their excluſive 
Privileges, and yet if I have a Mind to ſet 
up a Trade in this Town, I ſhallnot be ad- 
"mitted, becauſe I am no Freeman; where's 
the Conſiſtency of this, with what you call 
Engliſh Freedom? — But farther, where's 
the Con ſiſteney of this, with the Proſperi- 
ty of Trade? How bas it check d the En- 
creaſe. of Towns, and; the Confluence of 


People towhe Capitz Cities of the Nation ? 
—Let any Mane of the Inhabjtaats 
of Briſtel, and aſk them, how much er 
bad that City been than now it is; would 
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they have open'd this Barrier, and taken 
off the Reſtraint of their excluſive Autho- 

y. of which this is a remarkable Proof;
